An Angel Fis« Caught. 


An angel fish, said to bs the first even 


brought to this city, was oauglit with a 
hook and Hue by some Italian fishermen 
twenty miles outside of Farallon Islands 
in very deep water, brought into the 
city and sold to an enterprising tobacco 
dealer on Montgomery street, where it 
was hung up in the window to excite the 
wonderment of passers-by. 
The speci- 


men is about three and a half feet long, 
has a head as large as a man's, beneath 
which are a pair of wing-like fins, 
spreading out over two feet from tip to 
tip, from the lower extremity of the 
•wings—they are much more like wings 
than fins—and the body tapers off to a 
small tail. The back of the fish is a 
dark gray and brownish color, slightly 
mottled and studded with sharp, thorn- 
like protuberances. The under side of 
the fish presents a most curious appear- 
ance, being colored and shaped from the 
neck down the entire body like a human 
body. The thorax is rib-marked nnd 
the abdomen is singularly man-like, and 
the resemblance to the human organiza- 
tion is very remarkable. The novelty 
and rarity of the specimen drew to the 
store where it is exhibited a number of 
scientists. 
Charles Wolcott Brooks informed the 


Call reporter sent to make the fish's ac- 
quaintance that the one brought iu by 
the Italians is a very rare specimen. It 
has heretofore been scientifically classed, 
but not generally known as a personal 
acquaintance, so to say, by even the 
most favored few. Mr. Brooks stated 
that the squatina, speaking of it in a 
friendly manner, is a habitue of very 
deep water, where it pursues the very 
pleasant pastime of feeding on flounders 
and soles. Unlike San Francisco bon 
vinantes the squatiua is never forced to 
accept a slice of sturgeon for a sole and 
pay two bite for it. Yet the sqantina ap- 
pears capable of mastering even a whole 
sturgeon, having a true fissure mouth 
fracturing its enormous head from the 
two joints whevo its ears should have 
been set.—titin /-Vancisco Call.

Electricity to the Social Eeonofcy 


Of an Eastern Town. 


There is so much going on in the 


way of electrical experiment all over 
the world, that the people of one city 
or country do not know what has 
been achieved in another. It will- 
surprise most persons to learn 
that the whole levee at New Orleans 
for a distance of five miles is now 
illuminated with double rows of elec- 
tric lamps, which almost turns dark- 
ness into day. But the greatest 
progress with electricity, both as a 
motor and illuminator, seems to have 
been made at Newark, New Jersey, 
A large stock company in that city 
is bringing Edison's improvements 
and inventions into use as fast as he 
makes them, and, it is said, has al- 
ready provided Newark people with 
a steady burning yellow soft light 
which is used in their households. 
The company's works occupy several 
acres of ground and employ three 
hundred men, chiefly in the manu- 
facture of dynamos, lamps and car- 
bons. The manufacture of electric 
motors is carried on also, and they 
are used in the city for running 
printing presses, sewing machines, 
pumps and elevators. In fact the 
Newark folks have a good deal of 
their daily work performed for them 
by electricity, and are fairly em- 
barked in the new era. The 
com- 


pany supplies electricity for $150 a 
year per horse power, ten Lours a 
day. Experience shows that where 
less than ten-horse power is wanted 
electricity is cheaper than steam, but 
where a greater power is called for 
steam is cheaper. So popular has 
the electric motor become that the 
company intend to supply it to pub- 
lic and private houses for moving 
fans for cooling the air the coming 
summer. The cost will be trifling. 
The whole- business portion of 
New- 


ark is now lighted with electricity, 
and every considerable shop has one

Importing Foreign Vegetables. 
The importation of large quanti- 


ties of potatoes from Great Britain, 
Germany and Nova Scotia is a cu- 
rious thing for the United States and 
indicates a condition of affairs that 
would not have been guessed a year 
ago. 
One cause of the unprecedent- 


ed importation is the large crop 
abroad and the small yield at home. 
Besides the advantage of a favorable 
season for the crop in Great Britain, 
it has been estimated that 60,000 
acres more were planted last year 
than ever before. There had "been 
imported up to December 21, 1881, 
749,000 sacks of potatoes. Enough 
have been imported since then to 
make over 1,500,000 sacks during the 
season. The sacks, though varying 
in size, ordinarily contain 
three 


bushels. The foreign potatoes have 
usually sold at about two-thirds of 
the price of the best American stock. 
It is stated that large quantities of 
imported potatoes have been shipped 
to Dayton, Milwaukee, Si Louis, 
and other Western points. In this 
city new potatoes are now cheaper 
than good ones of last year's crop.

A B»5t From a Clear Sky. 


Tie Hawaiian earthquake of 1887 is 


described for the first time by an ey« 
witness, in Missionary Coan's new book. 
On the 7th of November, 1837, at the 
evening prayers, we were startled by a 
heavy thud and a sudden jar of the 
earth. The sound was like th« fall of 
some vast body upon the beach, and in a 
few seconds the noise of mingled voices 
rising for a mile along the shore thrilled 
ns like the wail of doom. Instantly this 
was followed by a like wail from all the 
native houses around us. I immediately 
ran down to the sea, where a scene of 
wild ruin was spread out before me; the 
sea, moved by an unseen hand, had, all 
on a sndden, risen in a gigantic wave, 
and this wave, rushing in with the speed 
of a racehorse, had fallen upon the 
shore, sweeping everything not more 
than- fifteen or twenty feet above high- 
water into indiscriminate ruin. Bouses, 
furniture, fuel, timber, canoes, food, 
clothing, everything floated wildly upon 
the flood. About two hundred people, 
from the old man and woman of three 
score years and ten to the new-bom in- 
fant, stripped of their earthly all, were 
struggling in the tumultuous waves. 


So sndden and unexpected was the 


catastrophe that the people along the 
shore were literally "eating and drink- 
ing," and they "knew not until the flood 
came and swept them all away." The 
harbor was full of stmgglers calling far 
help, while frantic parents and children, 
wives and husbands ran to and fro along 
the beach seeking for their lost ones. As 
wave after wave came in and retired the 
stragglers were brought near the shore, 
where the more vigorous landed with 
desperate efforts and the weaker and ex- 
hausted were carried back upon the re- 
treating wave, some to sink and rise no 
more till the noise of judgment wakes 
them.

How to Cook Bice. 


Rice is becoming a much more popular 


article of food than heretofore. It is fre- 
quently substituted for potatoes at the 
'•• 


chief meal of the day, being more nutri- 
tions and much more readily digested. 
At its present cost, it is relatively cheaper 
than' potatoes, oatmeal or grain-grits of 
any kind. In preparing it only just 
enough cold water should be poured 011 
to prevent the rice from burning at the 
bottom of the pot, which should have a 
close-fitting cover, and with a moderate 
fire the rice is steamed rather than boiled 
until it is nearly done; then the cover is 
taken off, the surplus steam and moisture 
allowed to escape, and the rice turns out 
a mass of snow-white kernels, each sepa- 
rate from the other, and as much superior 
to the usual soggy mass, as a fine mealy 
potato is superior to the water-soaked ar- 
ticle.
